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Why  the  Srcrecy? 

Why  the  wcrecy  over  the  mauling  ro  a 
serious  degree  of  th«  I2-ycar-old  Saanuh 
girl  who  wa«  badly  bitten  by  two  dogs?  . 
I'hif  ia  what  the  public  is  asking,  and  in  a 
mood  that  brooks  no  delay  in  getting  an 
answer.  In  only  one  detail  was  any  reserva- « 
lion  warranted,  that  of  withholding  the 
name  of  the  unfortunate  victim  in  deference 
to  the  wishes  of  the  parents.  'I  hat  is  under* 
standable.  What  is  not  underslandabie  is 
the  reticence  on  the  part  of  Saanich  police 
to  give  out  information  which  the  public  has 
a right  to  know.  What  motive  induces  the 
hiding  of  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the  dogs, 
the  location  of  the  animals,  and  the  steps 
taken  to  deal  with  the  matter? 

These  arc  questions  which  should  be  an- 
swered fully  immediately  in  the  interests  of 
the  community.  Unless  they  are.  what  guar- 
antee has  the  public  that  similar  harm  might 
not  befall  some  other  child?  It  ia  a matter 
of  justice  to  all  dog  owners,  also,  as  has 
been  pointed  out,  that  innoerne  kennels 
should  be  cleared  of  any  suspicion  of  blame 
in  the  matter,  as  remains  the  case  when  se- 
crecy is  rampant.  Any  tendency  of  local  po- 
lice forces  to  give  out  information  only  when 
it  suits  them  to  do  so  ia  not  only  to  be  de- 
plored but  should  be  checked.  In  matters 
which  deeply  concern  the  public,  as  this  one 
does,  a maximum  of  information  is  the  pub- 
lic's due. 

When  this  is  not  forthcoming,  there  need 
be  no  surprise  if  silence  should  be  taken  by 
the  public  as  a cover  for  suppression  or  ineffi- 
ciency. It  should  be  the  duty  and  desire  of 
police  bodies  to  prevent  any  such  conclusions 
being  arrived  at,  no  matter  how  mistakenly. 
Obviously  the  best  method  of  avoiding  this 
is  to  be  frank  and  open  except  where  the  ends 
of  justice  make  it  imperative  to  withhold 
certain  facts.  The  case  of  the  Saanich  dogs 
cannot  possibly  fall  into  that  category. 

The  information  required  has  not  yet  been 
supplied.  Failing  its  appearance,  the  public 
may  then  well  deliberate  whether  the  Saan- 
ich Police  Force  is  a police  force  or  merely 
1 band  of  uniformed  men  endowed  with 
mystic  powers  enabling  thrm  to  see  nothing, 
tell  nothing,  do  nothing,  when  and  If  the 
mystic  powers  move  them.

thit  presumes  to  be  / cnlcrion  of  Western 
modes  of  living.  No  people  can  "jazz'*  them-  v 
•elvea  into  stability  and  democratic  methods. 


Self  Dincipline 

A marked  feature  of  the  toual  changes 
which  are  being  witneued  these  days  is  the 
threat  to  personal  freedom.  So  many  groups 
teem  anxious  to  relieve  the  individual  of  bis 
personal  choice,  on  the  plea  of  working  in 
his  interests  or  of  saving  him  the  bother  of 
Ihinkfng  out  steps  for  himwH.  The  in- 
evitable end  to  acquiescence  of  this  kind  is 
ro  find  others  doing  what  the  individual 
should  be  allowed  to  decide  of  his  own  voli- 
tion. Man's  inilincis  to  govern  himself  were 
phased  on  the  right  to  exercise  his  own  pre- 
^'fOgatives.  not  to  hand  them  over  lo  agencies 
beyond  bis  control. 

That  is  the  basis  of  demacr«cy  u it  is 
practised  in  this  coontry.  Such  diKipIinr  as 
is  nKesssry  for  the  orderly  progress  of  society 
mtt  first  of  all  in  the  individual,  not  ia 
groups  who  would  do  another's  thinking, 
anibby  relieving  him  of  his  responsibilities 
fvlteve^ni  also  of  his  right  of  decision.  The 


I.fgTonary  apparently  hid  iTm  in  mlnJ  when 
it  said  in  a recent  issue: 

"The  central  strong  point  of  democracy 
U the  freedom  of  the  individual.  A complete 
appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  individual 
is  the  difference  in  theory  and  practice  be- 
tween demcKtacy  on  the  one  hand  and  Fas- 
cism and  Communism  on  the  other.  Sir 
Arthur  Currie,  the  commander  of  the  Cana- 
dians in  the  Great  War.  used  to  say  that  the 
Canadians  were  the  best  diKiplined  of  all  the 
forces  of  those  days  because  they  imposed 
discipline  on  chcmMlves  and  accepted  it  be- 
cause it  made  for  efficiency.  The  present 
head  of  the  Canadian  Legion  made  >a  very 
similar  statement  when  be  said,  ‘You  can- 
not have  democracy  without  discipline* 
Granted  this  point,  on  whom  are  we  to 
depend  for  the  maintenance  of  our  freedom? 
Has  anybody  defined  it  better  than  that  old 
'imperial,’  Kipling;  'Ancient  right  unno- 
ticed as  the  breath  we  draw.  Leave  to  live 
by  no  man's  leave  underneath  the  law.' 

"No  one  ran  have  failed  to  hear  the  ap- 
peals from  all  sorts  of  committees  to  induce 
us  to  allow  them  to  defend  our  civil 
libcriirt." 

Lilerary  Tanles 

A critic  has  been  finding  fault  with  the 
■ present  state  of  literature,  not  an  unique 
happening,  of  course.  Critics  arc  prone  that 
way.  He  thinks  that  story  telling  in  par- 
I ticular  ' is  falling  to  pieces  and  going  to  the 
dogs  ...  It  wants  to  go  and  get  its  hair  cut 
...  I cannot  think  of  many  contemporSry 
writers  who  will  squeeze  one  tear  or'iwist 
one  smile  out  of  your  great-grandchildren." 
Apart  from  the  somewhat  ambiguous  phrase^^ 
ology  the  lament  has  a familiar  sound.  Sen- 
timents of  this  sort  have  been  directed  to 
each  generation  of  book  readers  ever  since 
reading  became  a public  monopoly. 

Ibc  trouble  is  that  no  one  can  know 
what  future  great-grandchildren  will  like 
or  dislike,  whether  in  the  realm  of  literature 
or  of  failboaif.  One  does  not  doubt  there  may 
be  several  aspects  of  presenr-day  life  about 
which  they  will  weep  or  laugh  as  the  mood 
directs,  and  as  the  preferences  of  that  time 
invite.  But  what  they  will  be  is  anyone's 
guess.  Looking  backward  through  rosy  spec- 
tacles invariably  enlarges  the  past  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  present.  The  contemporaries  of 
Shakespeare  and  of  other  famous  literary 
figures  4id  that  too.  all  unaware  of  the  judg- 
ments io  be  handed  down  later  by  their 
great  grandchildren. 

For  all  we  know,  the  aforesaid  critic  in- 
cluded. works  may  be  in  the  making  that 
future  generations  will  acclaim  to  be  mas- 
terpieces or  at  least  worthy  and  popular 
tales.  Tastes  change,  even  in  literature,  and 
no  one  can  speak  with  certainty  for  those 
yet  to  be  moulded.  The  despised  of  the  pres-  ^ 
end  may  be  the  admired  of  an  age  to  come. 
That  has  been  the  history  of  the  past,  and  i 
critics  who  laud  the  past  should  not  overlook  ' 
this.  Some  writers  now  neglected  or  com- 
pared invidiously  with  their  predecessors  ‘ 
may  be  among  the  giants  to  whom  posterity  ] 
will  pay  homage.  7 here  is  ample  precedence  j 
for  believing  that  the  great-grandchildren 
not  vet  born  will  make  iheir  own  appraisals  ‘ 
of  literature.
